A ecviH'O student, with ajjloar, logical and dia- 


oriminitiuj mind and E^eSl powcra of analysis, . 
lio soon became cmiuunt in hia profession, and 
from tho first occupied .1 placo in tlio front 
rank ot the bar. A3 n jodgo ol tlio circuit and 
supum j court ot this strito, aa a senator oC tho 
United States from Wisconsin lor eighteen 
yeirj, aud as a cabinot miuister for two years, 
ho has discharged every duty with strict fidelity 
and merited1 distinction, and his name has jnst- 
lybocoaie apart of tho history oC tlio nation 
andjstate. For more than a third oE a century, 
and durinjr the moat important period o£ our 
national lite, ho hit bom peculiarly distin- 
guiahad aa a leader, by a strict fidelity to his 
conviction ot right luui duty for the public 
cood, e\*ou when by ao doiu.^ ho sacrificed his 
own chances for advancement.

Early in the evening a squad of police'of- 


ficers arrived to keep tho expected crowd of 
sight-sacra in order and to direct tho move- 
ments of drivers and cabmen. Bafora 10 
o'clock men and women were wandering about 
tho streets outside of tho 'house aud glancing 
at the windows or peering undor the double 
canopies which led up to tho door.

night At that time fully fiva ,hurdred per- 
sons of both asxos Tvero there hovering about 
tho entrance to tho sabterran^n charnel. 
house, anxiously hoping that some near and 
dear one would bo brought up first. -Mothers 
who had lost 'sons and young wives woro 
shivering in tho'cold, .with .their littlo chil- 
daon clinging to thoir skirts and whimpering. 


So women were permitted within tho morguo, 


ind it was bolter that they weronot 


Tho bodies were contorted into allmaiffisr of 


shapos, some of them almost .doubled np, with 
the heads stiffened down upon the breast. 
One man had his hands uplifted, as if to pro- 
tect himself from some impending blow. He 
had raised them toward off death, and whon it 
jnuio it left him still appealing. 
Tho eyes of 


nearly all were gone, anil the noses flattened 
close to tho face, which in a great many cases 
were laid bare to the cheek-bones. Great 
gaahos caused by falling stones rendered roc- 
0-,-oiiion of a "few an absolute impossibil- 
ity. 
Tha lips, thickened into oxaggorated 


unnaturalnoss, tho mattodjhair, corrJcled 
hands, and blackened faces and limba had so 
disguised all of the bodies that recognition was 
r.ioro guesswork than certainty.

lie Dlfln't Come. 


It is estimated ihat-in Great Britain' 


there are;70,OjOOO more women than men. 
Of these'about one-'third inherit means 
of support, and the othertTvo-thirds must 
earn for themselves or depend on the 
earnings of those ivho have little to di- 
vide with them. •;. It can be readily seen 
-.that these 700,000 -\vomen to whom mar- 
riage.is' impossible must have something 
to'db with their lives, and that there'wjfl. 
be some among them who will see clearly 
anil advocate fearlessly the opening of 
new avenues for industry and success for 
women—that tho woman movement was 
inevitable... •.-..:- 
• - • ' . - 


The-prepondefance of women overmen 


in the •United'States is 'not so large as it 
ia in Great Britain, though in some States 
the proportion, of the se^es is about the 
same here'as there, and in these States 
the same questions' that agitate 
the 


British female mind agitate the Ameri- 
can female mind:. No one pretends to 
say or to think that a happy marriage is 
no't the -happiest lot of woman,-or.that 
she was not.born for domestic life. 
But 


where there are not.men enough to make 
marriage,, possible, those women who do 
not find husbands must find another 
career than 'that of wife and mother. 
Tho inventions of men in behalf of wo- 
men have'removed from.-feminine:hand3 
the great processes of manufacture,, and 
machinery does better and more cheaply 
than human muscle the heavy work that 
was formerly done, in the. family. The 
maiden sister, once so valuable a member 
of the family, finds her hands idle and 
empty, and'lest her mind and heart be- 
come so, she must have something ade- 
quate to occupy mind and heart and 
hands nobly and fully. This is the whole 
secret of the woman movement, and 
'wherever in any enlightened community, 
there is a preponderance of women over 
men this movement must manifest itself 
until women have a chance to make for 
themselves such-careers us they are capa- 
ble of making. • 


There is . a class of men an_d women 


who are not made for - marriage, but 
where the'sexes are equal in number in 
any State'this class does not disturb the 
balance of society,-its members finding 
easily-enough/congenial occupation. 


Many women who aro naturally in- 


clined to domestic life, fear to enter "upon 
a business . career., lest ii injure their 
chances of marriage. 
A member of tho 


British 
Parliament, speaking of this 


phase of the subject, gave it as the result 
of his observation that business women 
had better chances in marriage than 
their sisters not in business. They had a 
wider?, outlook, .a'--larger acquaintance 
with, and a better knowledge cf men. 
and not being influenced by the desire of 
being supported by a husband, they were 
able to choose with more judgment and 
discrimination, and hence rarely made 
shipwreck in their married lives. 


The opening to women of the avenues, 


of industry until within a few years mo- 
nopolized by men has not been followed 
by any assertion anywhere that women 
have become less womanly, less feminine, 
that they have been robbed in any way 
of those "charms that are deemed ex- 
clusively theirs. On tho other hand it is 
admitted" that they have been greatly, 
benefited every way by their enlarged op- 
portunities. There is nothing strange m 
this. The work partakes always of the 
character of' the worker, and good work 
like fine .'character is of no sex. Though 
there are many businesses for which 
women are by nature unfit and unsuita- 
ble, yet -there is scarcely nny business in 
which they may not become the helpers 
of men. In every department of science, 
from astronomy down, in every depart- 
ment of. art and of industry, wo find 
women doing excellent work, and fitting 
themselves to do still better work when 
admitted to branches of industry now not 
open to them.... 
. '• 


It is granted on.all side's that the asso- 


ciation, of :womeu with men iu the busi- 
nesses of life has been productive of only 
good to men. Those in- charge of col- 
leges where'the. co-education of the sexe» 
is° permitted, with scarcely a dissenting 
voice, agree that the presence of women 
.in college life refines,. restrains and Im- 
proves young men, and far from lowering 
tho standard of Intellectual attainment, 
tho cases are numerous where the highest 
prizes of merit have been awarded to 
women 
. 


The-training of a business education is 


invaluable to every woman who receives 
it. She .becomes .wider in her apprehen- 
sion, largei.in her. sympathies, firmer in 
her convictions, tod capable of grappling 
with the -problems' and the labors of lif-e, 
Her patience, her'endurance, her staying 
qualities, are strengthened, and her^con-. 
fidence in herself established. Called to 
domestic life after such,-a training, as 
many women have been, she proves by 
practical 
demonstration that her ex- 


periences have rendered her more capa- 
ble of performing with efficiency and per- 
f ectnesa the duties of her position. 


The time is not/far distant when the 


majority of girls will look forward as 
boys now do to some special occupation 
as a means of certain livelihood, so that 
they shall be independent of the muta- 
tions of fortune, and sure of a life of honor- 
able industry and independence.—^. 7.

An Incipient Fire In the Suburbs or 


the Flr»t Ward. 


. This morning at 2:20 o'clock the fire 
bells summoned 'the fire department to 
No. 15, Main street, being the grocery 
store of A. C. Anuove, and known as the 
C, 0.1). store, which was found to be on 
fire in tho basement or cellar. The alarm 
was quickly 'responded to by the entire 
firo department. Again assistant engi- 
neers Foster and Mahon displayed good 
judgment in so managing the different 
streams ot water that the damage result- 
ing to the stock of goods was principally 
confined to tbe smoke. Upon the arrival 
of the department the building was rilled 
with dense siaoke, and it was soma min- 
utes before the exact location of the fire 
could bo ascertained, but when once 
found it was speedily extinguished. The 
appearances indicate that the fire was set 
in the collar at tho rear end of the build- 
ing. At this point there is an outside 
entrance 
to 
the 
collar by means 


of 
stairs, 
which 
arc 
covered 


by a pair of horizontal doors. 
These 


doors were not locked, and have not b?en 
for some iime. Jast inside the cellar 
door were several barrels of kerosene oil, 
boxes, some straw and other combustible 
material. Tho first floor joists aro about 
seven feat high. The fire had gained con- 
siderable headway m the cellar when its 
location was discovered, and bad found 
its way through the floor in several places 
in the rear and. Tho outsidu cellar doors 
•were thrown open, and Assistant Engi- 
neer Mahon, with a stream from the west 
side engine, went into tho dense smoke, 
and soon had the fira under control. The 
joists of the first floor were more or loss 
burned. It is claimed tbat two or throe 
barrels of oil wero also burned in the cel- 
lar, which may account for the dense 
smoke in the stores. The upptr or store 
room is damaged somewhat by being 
scorched and discolored by smoke. The 
loss on stock is considerable, but to what 
amount will probably not be known un- 
til the damage is settled by the insurance 
company. The building was owned by 
the Tallman estate, and was insured in 
companies represented in New York. 
The stock of grocery of Mr, Angovo was 
insured with Messrs. Dimock & Hayner 
for 31,000 in the Northwestern National, 
of Milwaukee, and $2,000 in the London 
Assurance; of London, England.

work at this fire; good order prevailed 
throughout,, and much praise is due to 
Messrs. Foster and Mahon the assistant 
engineers in charge, as well as to the 
individual members of the department, 
for the able manner in which the fire was 
managed and controlled before any seri- 
ous damage resulted.

til his hands were terribly burned. His 
right hand was burned to such an extent 
that he will be unable to use it for some 
time, while the back of the left hand and 
fingers wers burned to a blister. His 
face and beard were also scorched more 
or less. He had'a very narrow escape 
from loosing his house and furniture. 


He could not break tho.ice with bis feet, 
neither could he find'her with his arm's 
length, nor with a.hoe which was quickly 
brought into use. .A spear was then se- 
cured, and after breaking the handle to 
admit it into tho cistern, he worked it 
cautiously about tho bottom, and soon 
touched the body. Careiul not to injure 
the body in anywise, Mr. .Pierson gently 
entwined the barbs of tho spear in 'the 
clothing of the child, and brought it to 
the surface.
